1. Within 60 days, you must request in writing a review 

of this decision. Your request should be sent to 
Southeast Region, Boy Scouts of America, P. 0. Box 
440228, Kennesaw, Georgia 30144. In your request you 
must include your version of what occurred in support 
of your claim that registration should not have been 
denied. 



2. Upon the receipt of your written request, a committee 

will be appointed to review the situation. 



3 . If the regional review committee determines that a 

review hearing is necessary, the committee will advise 
you whether or not you may attend. In some instances, 
no useful purpose would be served by having the 
applicant present. The hearing is not adversarial in 
nature and neither the committee nor you, if you 
attend, will be represented by legal counsel. If you 
wish, in the event you attend, you may be accompanied 
by not more than two other individuals if their testi- 
mony might assist the committee in discovering the 
truth and arriving at a correct decision. 



4. The committee will review the facts as presented, an 

may interview any persons who testimony might assist 
them in arriving at a correct decision. 



5. You will receive a letter setting forth the decision 

of the committee. 



6. If you are dissatisfied with the decision of a 

regional review, you may request a further review by 
the National Council. The decision of the National 
Council will be final.
